Into Future Dairy 
Products and Eggs 


Food Shortage Pictures 


Looms Darkest During 


Coming August 


Meat hungry Americans are eat- 


ing into their future supplies of 
two prime substitutes. 


Unable to get the meat they 


want, civilians are turning to eggs 
and milk in large quantities. 


As a result, a survey disclosed 


today, ,the government 
is not 


meeting with as much success as 
a year ago in securing a reserve 
of butter, cheese, evaporated milk 
and eggs for use next fall and 
winter when output normally drops 
below requirements. 


Serious shortages in these foods 


may develop. 


On an overall basis, present sup- 


ply prospects indicate that the 
quality of the civilian diet will 
slump to its lowest point of the 
war in August. By then it prob- 
ably will be largely a vegetable 
diet. 
For the meat situation is 


likely to be even worse. 
Like 


eggs and milk, supplies of food 
fats and oils will be somewhat 
smaller. 
The grocery store will 


offer 
little more than a good 


Victory garden. 


Europe faces darker prospects. 


Maj. Gen. Warren F. Draper, chief 
of the public health branch of 
supreme allied headquarters, said 
"There isn't enough food in sight 
to keep some people of Europe 
from going hungry." 


Britain's Kations Cut 


Britain's bacon and fat rations 


soon will be cut but sugar and 
cheese allotments will be main- 
tained at about the same level for 
the remainder of the year. 
Min- 


ister of Food J. -T. Llewellin an- 
nounced the bacon ration will be 
reduced from four to three ounces 
a week beginning May 27. Do- 
mestic rations of oils and fats, ne 
said, will be pared one ounce a 
week during the coming months. 


In this country butter, cheese 


and evaporated milk reserves are 
considerably smaller than a year 
ago despite the fact that milk 
production during the first four 
months of 3 94 5 was 2.2!) per cent 
larger than in the same period 
last year. 


Dairy' experts said civilians an: 


consuming well over half the na- 
tion's milk output in the form of 
fluid milk and cream. 
Consump- 


tion thus fai this year has been 
at the rate of some -J."0 pounds 
per capita compared with an av- 
erage of 340 pounds for the ID.'iS- 
39 period. 


Eggs are being eaten at the 


rate of 400 a year with the pros- 
pective supply sulfieient to pro- 
vide an average- of "66. 
Thus egg 


supplies moving i n t o cold stoia.ge 
for consumption next winter are 
materially smaller than a year 
ago. 
During the last half of the 


year consumers probnhly will have 
to drop far below the 366-egg 
rate.

The War Today 


DeWitt MacKenzi* 


England's forthcoming general 


election—the first in ten years— 
will be a momentous affair 
in 


several ways but especially be- 
cause it involves the question of 
how far John Bull has been al- 
fected by the European swing to 
the "left." 


A lot can happen in a decade, 


and there has been a great change 
in 
the 
political 
complexion of 


many continental countries. This 
has been particularly marked in 
recent months as the Germans 
have been evicted from occupied 
states. 


As might be expected. Russia's 


great success at arms has pro- 
vided the communist cells in the 
various nations propaganda 
to 


promote their crusades. The re- 
sult is that communism is play- 
ing a considerable part in the 
"leftist" trend which has been 
registered clear across Europe to 
the English Channel. 


How much of the leftist influ- 


ence has hopped across the twen- 
ty miles of water into tradition- 
ally conservative Britain? 
Well, 


we shall get an idea of the tend- 
ency from this election, although 
the answer may not be clear cut 
since the situation is complicated 
by war-time considerations.

* * 


The main battle will be between 


the Conservative party under the 
leadership of Prime Minister Win- 
ston Churchill, and the Socialist 
(or Labor) party. The latter has 
come out flat-footed for the es- 
tablishment of "a Socialist com- 
monwealth 
of 
Great 
Britain" 


which would call for sweeping na- 
tionalization of industry and far 
reaching public ownership. 


There will be other political 


elements involved in the election, 
including the communists, but the 
Conservatives (to whom the So- 
cialists refer as Tories I and the 
Socialists are the. chief contest- 
ants. 
The Conservatives have a 


large 
majority 
in 
the 
present 


house of Commons, but the cabi- 
net is a coalition which was form- 
ed under Churchill for the prose- 
cution of the war. 


The Conservatives have a 32- 


pomt program which includes the 
pledge of British support in the 
war against Japan and urges co- 
operation with America and Rus- 
sia in maintaining peace. 
It al- 


so calls for vigorous development 
of the empire, for the benefit of 
al] its peoples, an* stands for "the 
fullest opportunity for individual 
initiative."

The Socialists claim they can 


win a majority in the election. 
That claim, however, is cloaked 
under the national political silence 
lasting since 1935—long before, the 
war began.

Washington, May 23—(AP) — 


An Army officer predicted today 
that by fall youths turning IS 
probably will be filling S5 per cent 
of draft calls. 


This official, anonymous at his 


request, but qualhfed by his job 
to speak authoritatively, made the 
prediction after noting Selective 
Service Director 
Lewis B. Her- 


shey's estimate that IS-year-olds | 
will make up only 45 per cent of 
the July call for 90,000 men. 


That percentage, the Army of- 


ficer said, is "too conservative" 
for the succeeding months, as- 
suming the call remains at about 
the same level. 


Asserting the total of IS-ycar- 


olds will increase from about 40.- 
500 in July to approximately 78.- 
000 thereafter, he 
explained it 


this way: 


The Navy, 
which 
expects to 


reach peak strength in July, has 
been enlisting large numbers of 
37-year-olds, thus sharply 
reduc- 


ing the total of youths IS avail- 
able for the draft. 


This drain from potential Selec- 


tive Service rolls will be largely 
eliminated when the Navy goes on 
a replacement basis, the official 
predicted, 
adding that 
this will 


ease the pressure considerably on 
registrants through 20.

Jap Balloons Not 
Considered to Be 


"Military Threat" 


Washington, 
May 
23—(A P) — 


Japan, gradually being blasted to 
bits by Superfortresses, is strik- 
ing back at the United States with 
bombs hitched to big, free-flying1 
balloons. 


So far, however, 
sporadic 
at- 


tacks during the past 
several 


months have not caused any prop- 
erty damage and, in no sense, are 
the balloons considered "a military 
threat." 


The Army .ind Navy so said late 


yesterday 
in a 
joint announce- 


ment. 


It was the first public disclo- 


sure that the unmanned balloons 
—wafted perhaps from submarines 
or the 
Japanese 
homeland—are 


hitting North America, aimless- 
lessly. However, the attacks have 
been an open secret 
with many 


newspapermen and to hundreds of 
residents in the western part of 
the country. 


The balloon bombing was the 


first reported Japanese attempt to 
attack the United States since oc- 
casional submarines and subma- 
rine-based planes stole up to the 
west coast in 1942 to strike at oil 
fields and defense installations. 


The wraps were taken off the 


story because 
the two services 


thought 
the 
public should 
be 


warned about the potential danger 
of .unexploded bombs dropped by 
the balloons. 


No Need for Alarm 


Emphasizing that there la no 


need for alarm, the services sa.id 
they felt that wiving even one 
American life through precaution- 
ary measures 
would more 
than 


balance any benefit the Japanese 
might get from 
learning 
simply 


that the balloons have reached 
North America. 


The enemy would like to learn 


specific details as to the points at 
which the balloons landed and the 
effect thev h.'ive had, the Army

having spent .".'5 months on Afri- 
can. Sicilian, French, Belgian and 
German fronts where he was a 
member of the First Division of 
the First Army, serving with an 
infantry unit. A veteran of seven 
major battles, Sgt. Johnson is one 
of 22 living members of an orig- 
inal division of 15,000 men. 
He 


served 
under 
General Theodore 


Roosevelt. Jr., as a member of the 
first division of the First Army. 


The young 
soldier arrived in 


Am boy Sunday for a brief visit at 
the Orville Barlow home and later 
at. the home of Mr. and Mrs. Fred 
Kersten of Ashton township. His 
parents. Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert 


Johnson, former residents of both 
Am boy and Ashton. now reside at 
JUiPor'to, Ind. He has been grant- 
ed a 62 day furlough, after which 
he will report back to Miami, Fla.. 
to be discharged. Sgt.. Johnon has 
acquired in his '.',','< months of over- 
seas service 
almost three 
times 


the required 
number 
of points 


necessary to assure his discharge. 


He was taken prisoner by the 


Germans 
outside 
of 
Castle on 


April 2. He and another prisoner 
were first, 
searched, and every- 


thing of any value was stripped 
from 
their' clothing, 
including 


cigarettes and rations. Each pris- 
oner was asked if be had partici- 
pated in the African campaign. 


"We were t.hen lined tip 
and 


started on n. march. \\ e knew not 
where", Sgt. Johnson said. "We 
walked fioil miles in 17 days and 
during t h a t entire march 
we re- 


ceived about one pint of t h i n soun 
and a. small piece of bl.-.ck bread 
daily. 
There were no cigarettes 


for 'us. 
1 had about n. third of a 


pack when taken prisoner but us- 
ually carried about. ;\ carton, and 
those few were 
taken nway to- 


gether with everything else I had 
on my person. We marched until 
we reached Stalag 7 at Letmough 
and were 
there less 
than two. 


days when we were 
liberated by 


the 86th division. 


"When the 86th came in I pick- 


ed a German colonel and made 
him surrender 
his Luger to me 


and brought it home as souvenir. 
What happened to that colonel I 
do not know, but I was told that 
he died shortly after and no one 
seemed to know how he met hig 
death. 
One of the soldiers of the 


86th was 
disarming 
one of the 


German guards 
when his 
auto- 


matic rifle discharged accidental- 
ly and I was shot through 
the 


foot". 


Asked how the American pris- 


oners were treated after they ar- 
rived at the prison, Sgt. Johnson 
continued: 
"There was no medical care for 


any of the wounded and the Ger- 
mans could not feed us so there 
was no work. We just lay around 
and waited to be liberated. 
On 


our long march any who lagged 
behind were brutally kicked".
